SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT. 


BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing concluded and judgment was 
delivered in an appeal and cross-appeal in an 
action in.which the plaintiff was Mrs, Bridget 
O’Gorman, 12 Florence terrace, Bray, and the 
defendant Miss Patricia H. Hudson, 17 Rath- 
mines road, Dublin. The plaintiff claimed 
specific performance of an agreement in 
writing dated 9th June, 19352, for the sale 
by the defendant to the plaintiff for a sum 
of £1,100 of the house and premises, 17 
Rathmines road, Dublin, held under lease 
for 1,000 years from 1859 at a yearly rent of 
£7 9s, 6d., and damages for breach.of agree- 
ment, 

The action was tried in the High Court by 
Mr. Justice Meredith. It appeared that clear 
possession was to be handed over to the 
plaintiff on the 7th July, 1932, but it subse- 

uently transpired that the defendant stated 
that abe could not give up possession until 
1st September. as she could not get another 
house until then. Mr, Justice Meredith 
made an order for s 
costs, against the défendant, but made no 
order as to damages. The defendant appealed 
and asked that judgment be entered for her 
with costs. The plaintiff pave notice of a 
cross-appeal, and asked that Mr. Justice 
Meredith’s order. be varied by awarding her

TRADE BALANCE.

From Revrer’s CORnESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Friday. 


HE chances that France may funda- 
mentally modify her hale quota 
policy beconie steadily larger. The policy 
has already led to denunciation of several 
trade treaties and reprisals from many 
countries, including Great Britain, Italy, 
Germany, Brazil, Spain and Portugal. 

The present ‘trade war” position 
between Great Britain and France will 
have been a serious contributory factor in 
favour of modification, since French 
financial circles consider it most likely 
that Paris will be increasingly aware of 
the importance of London as a financial 
centre devin the next few months. 

The British Loan to France of last Jun 
is recalled in this connection. 

Official circles are not ready at present 
to admit that a really serious change in 
the French quota policy is being con- 
sidered, but there is a definite move in 
commercial circles towards dealing with 
the French trade deficit, not by maintain- 
ing quotas, but by negotiating new trade 
treaties on a friendly footing, recognising 
the mutual needs of both sides. A number 
of influential trade bodies is supporting 
this movement. 

The French adverse balance of payments 
has been concealed in the past by the fact 
that France has been the main country of 
refuge for gold. From 1931 to 1933 France 
had a trade deficit of —20,000,000,090 
francs,, but she received 30,000,000,000 


francs of foreign gold. 


GOLD WITHDRAWAL. 


In view of the rate at which gold is at 
present leaving France for America, it 


. 


| seéms possible that the French balance of 


payments will become more and more 
seriously affected, leading to increasing 
difhculties in remaining on gold unless the 
trade deficit can be corrected. 

By restricting imports quantitatively 
through quotas the French Government 
sought (a) to correct the trade deficit with 
a smaller increase of the internal price 
level than it was estimated would follow 
an increase of tariffs; (b) to promote 
French exports by negotiating on the basis 
of “ favours for favours received’’; (e) to 
avoid so far as possible difficulties regard- 
ing treaty agreements which would have 
arisen through tariff increases. 


It is well known that the French ad- 


ministrative officials were consistently 
against the use of quotas as a policy, com- 
pared with their use as a temporary emer- 
gency to deal with a passing situation. 
They prophesied what has, in fact, 
occured. 

A bad situation has been ‘vorsened 
owing to failure to devise a means of ad- 
wa gata the quotas without disrupting 
trade. 

It is urged in some circles that it would 
be better to place embargoes on certain 
goods rather than have all the wncer- 
tainties and international loss of temper 
caused by quotas.

A FEW months ago the Gate Theatre 

Company broadcast a performance 
of “ Everyman ” from the Dublin Studio.

If we are to hear the 
same production to-night, it is to be recom- 
mended. ‘* Everyman ” is what one might 
call a dramatic sermon, which ‘holds the 
listener's attention from beginning to end, 
and loses nothing, as many plays do, by 
being heard without being seen.

F the devoted scholars and scribes whose

In paper, type and binding Mr. Colm 
O Lochlainn has made an appropriate 
casket to enshrine the literary gems which 
Father Walsh has collected from many an 
old and faded manuscript. In make-up, 
as in text and in editing, this volume e' 
“Gleanings ” has a gratifying personal 
touch. Its editor has done well to share 
with many readers the pleasure that its 
contents have given himself. 

Nominally a second edition of a small 
collection published in 1918, and now 
very scarce, this miscellany contains 80 
much additional matter that it is virtu- 
ally a new book. It is packed from cover 
to cover with the most curious and most 
interesting lore in prose and verse. Here 
are a “ Farewell to Inis Fáil ’’ by a noble 
of the Pale as he went into exile about 
1607 or 1608; an anonymous elegy on 
EKmonn O Braonáin, who died in 1632; a 
lament, possibly. written by Tuileagna 
O Maelconaire, “ general seanchaidh of 
_Ireland,’’ on the notorious Niall Garbh 
© Domhnaill—‘‘a good example of the 
charity of the Irish bards’’ towards -a 
chief whose treacherous, but ill-requited, 
shifting of allegiance from the anti- 
Elizabethan confederation was a main 
cause of the great Northern leaders’ down- 
fall; extracts introductory to the Aimals 
of the Four Masters, important pieces of 
which the full text was not available in

and Hugh MacMahon when they were 
imprisoned in Newgate after the attempt 
on Dublin Castle in 1641. In “Scraps 
From Irish Scribes’? are given very 
chatty, very human and very illuminating 
comments by two copyists, Risdeard 
O Conchubhair and Core óg O Cadhla, 
when they were transcribing (c. 1580-1590) 
the Irish translation of Bernard de 
Gordon’s Lilium Medicine, made by 
Cormac Mac Duinnshléibhe in the middle 
of the fifteenth century. In these 
“scraps” themselves the reader will get 
his money’s worth. 

In most instances the Irish text is 
accompanied by an English translation 
and by copious and informative notes on 
persons, places and events, so that 
ignorance of Irish will not prevent the 
enjoyment of the volume’s rich treasury. 
This is a veritable lucky bag in which to 
dip for prizes. 

It ought to be remarked that the book 
has an index and a list of corrigenda, 
features all too rare in books made in 
Ireland. We find, however, an unnoted 
misprint in the fifth line from the bottom 
of page 28.

SING different dialects, all three 
translators of these novels have given 
readable versions.

LREADY Mr. Goodchild is well known 
for his tales of adventure in the 
South Seas, tales which are so brimful of 
incident that he seldom spares time or 
space to make his chapters more than a 
catalogue of events. He tells us that the 
book now laid before us is the genuine 
autobiography of a person who, “ for 
reasons which will be immediately obvious 
to the reader. . , must remain anony- 
mous.” The odd thing is that the auto- 
biography has the exact manner of Mr, 
Goodchild’s novels. It races from incident 
to incident, never dwelling long enough on 
one of them to develop it as almost any 
story-teller would develop it. 
The anonymous author fell into extrava- 
gant adventures with an engaging 
scoundrel, one Mike Sullivan, whose con- 
versation was in this strain :—

put Horace’s carpe diem into practice, 
and frightened at the fleeting quality of 
life :

E are apt to lose ourselves in ad- 

miration for the skill of the 
medizeval mason, and to take no thought 
for the conditions in which he worked , 
but a complete knowledge of these con- 
ditions ought to increase our admiration 
of him. The state of the building trade 
in medieval times hitherto has not re- 
ceived the close attention that it deserves, 
but Messrs. Knoop and Jones make a valu- 
able contribution to our knowledge of it. 
Their book is largely compiled from first- 
hand sources, and bears the stamp ol 
scholarly authority on every page. They 
have gone to great trouble in their search 
for facts, and in tracing the careers ol 
some of these builders, but they have the 
satisfaction of having laid a very solid 
foundation. i 

The task of erecting a large building in 
the Middle Ages was beset with difficul- 
ties; stcne and timber had to be teund 
and transported to the site; a supply ol 
skilled and unskilled labour had to be 
obtained and maintained; weather condi- 
tions frequently interfered with progiess ; 
outdoor work generaliy had to be 
abandoned in the winter; and financial 
and political difficulties were sometimes 
present. All these problems are dealt 
with here, together with questions of 
wages, impressment, apprenticeship. 
organisation, and a host of others. Con- 
trary to popular belief, the medieval 
masons had hardly anything in the nature 
of widespread organisation; their guilds 
and companies belong to a later period— 
the history of these, incidentally, is 
obscured by a paucity of records. It is 
clear, however, that in the Middle Axes 
the masons in a particular locality were 
capable of banding themselves together to 
procure better conditions. 

Another point stressed in this book is 
the by-occupations (e.g., farminy) of the 
masons, which tided them over slack 
periods and provided for their dependents 
when they were aWay from home. The 
book, by the way, refers only to English 
masons, and this restriction has enabled 
the authors to present as complete an 
account of them as is possible in a

Mr. Kay ‘Boyle has heen mentioned by 
reputable critics as a writer of quite excep- 
tional merit, so that one cannot dismiss his 
rather odd novel, ““Gentlemen, I Address You 
Privately,’’ in too summary a fashion.

The careful 
planning of the expedition and the selec- 
tion of its equipment are dealt with im 
while the section 
entitled ‘* The War Against Everest, 1823- 
1932,” is a very comprehensive survey of 
the work done by the many climbers who 
have set out to conquer the peak on foot 
and failed. .. 

The Houston-Mount Everest Expedition 
was planned virtually as a general would 
plan a campaign in war time. No details 
were omitted from the discussions of the 
committee, with the result that the success 
of the flight—from a technica) point of 
view—was assured even before the pilots 
and their companions left England for 
Nepal. 

The flight up to Nepal and the life of 
the expedition at Purnea while the final 
preparations for the journey over the roof 
of the world were being made are described 
graphically. Even where the opportunity 
of expressing themselves in somewhat flow- 
ing terms is afforded—during, for instance, 
the description of the flight over Everest 
and the flight over Kangchenjunga—the 
pilots of the Houston-Westland aircraft 
have kept to the simplest and most 
vigorous language. 

Mr. Geoffrey Barkas gives a very good 
account of the filming of the flights, and 
the records which he succeeded in obtain- 
ing will prove of considerable value to 
men of science and to adventurers—some 
of whom, no doubt, already contemplate 
a further attack on Everest. A larve 
number of illustrations and diagrams is 
included in the book, together with a 
great deal of technical data regarding the 
flights and the equipment of the machines 
that carried out the work of surveying. 

The publication is well produced, and 
it is a fitting tribute to the men who 
risked their lives for the advancement of 
modern knowledge.

“TOWARDS the history of the Arch- 
diocese of Armagh on which Father 
Laurence Murray, E.I., is understood to 
be engaged, a large body of new material 
is finding its way into the Journal which 
is published every year in Dundalk. We 
are told that over a thousand wills fre a 
the counties of Louth and Armagh perished 
in the Four Courts in 1922. Father 
Murray, happily, had copied as many as 
sixty of these, and he publishes some of 
the rescued leaves. The Hearth Money 
Rolls for South Armagh, here published 
also, give precious glimpses of the old 
families of that region. 

Extracts from Archbishop Cromer’s 
Register—the original is preserved in 
Armagh—show how folk lived in the 
sixteenth century. Margery Kelly, of 
Ardee, in May, 1518, secured a divorce 
a mensa et thoro from Patrick Murghe 
on the grounds of cruelty and grave fear— 
per armorum ministrationem et vulnera- 
tionem ct freguentem percussionem factum 
cum fustibus rastro ferreo longo cultello et 
altis armis.

Eyre edema shipyard workers are looking 
forward to a period of more acti, ity 
during the next few years. 
decision of the Admiralty to place an 
order for a cruiser in Belfast—the first 
naval order since the Great War—there 
is every prospect of further new vessels 
being constructed in the Northern ship- 
vard. It is not improbable that two 
20 000-ton motor passenger vessels for the 
Union Castle South African service may 
be ordered, and these would give employ- 
ment to a large number of men in a 
variety of trades, such as carpenters, 
plumbers and electricians. 
Belfast also stands a good chance of 
securing the order for the second Cunard 


vessel under the Cunard-White Star 
merger. Every effort will be made to 


bring this vessel to Belfast and maintain 
the 'ong association of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, Ltd., with the White Star 
Company. Belfast has not lost hope either 
of securing the order for repairmg the 
huge French liner |’ Atlantique, which went 
on fire in the English Channel. 


ANNUITIFS. 


Before the last. general election in 
Northern Ireland the Northern farmers 
were particularly active in putting forward 
a claim for a revision of the land 
annuities payments. This demand took 
two forms—one for a reduction of the 
annuities, and the other for a moratorium 
to carry the farmers over the period of 
trade depression. Lord Craigavon declared 
emphatically that he would never go to 
the British Exchequer with a request of 
that character, and other Government 
spokesmen put forward the plea that, if 
prices for agricultural produce were raised, 


it would be a better proposition for 
the farmers than any reduction in the 
land annuities. Certain products have 


been increased in vrice, such as pork, but 
others, like eggs, poultry and butter, have 
decreased. The farmers still feel keenly 
upon the land annuities question, and are 
of the opinion that, in view of the regu- 
larity of payments in the past and the 
manner in which the sinking fund has 
accumulated, they are entitled to relief. 
They claim that the Northern Govern- 
ment should arrange with the Imperial 
Government that all these matters should 
be taken into consideration and applied 
to reduce annuities. The farmers had an 
opportunity of putting that case forward 
by ntiominating candidates at the general 
election, but they failed te take advantage 
of it, and they cannot blame any persons 
but themselves if little attention is paid 
to their demands. 


LINEN INDUSTRY. 


The spinning section of the Northern 
Ireland linen industry is still reaping the 
advantage of the favourable exchange rate 
with gold standard countries. © Northern 
spinners are, able to sell their linen yarus 
in these countries to advantage. ‘Weavers 
and merchants are also able to export 
finished linen abroad te most of the world’s 
markets under favourable terms, with the 
rates of exchange as they are at present. 
There are several factors in regard to linen 
production, however, which cannot be re- 
garded as satisfactory. The total acreage 
under flax in Northern Ireland last year 
was 9,284 acres. While this is an increase 
upon the previous year, it is far short of 
the pre-War average and the high rate of 
100,000 acres during the War period. This 
acreage will produce less than 2,000 tons 
of flax, which is a mere fraction of the 
total quantity used in the Northern linen 
industry. Russia sent into the United 
Kingdom, principally Northern Iveland. 
about 40,000 tons of flax last vear, valued 
at about two million sterling. That Russia

Northern linen merchants and exporters 
ure also feeling the intense competition 
from Japan and China, where large 
quantities of linen are made into a variety 
of articles—some from linen supplied by 
Northern Ireland—and sent into various 
overseas markets to compete with Irish. 


THE RAILWAYS. 


The annual reports of two railways 
serving a large portion of Northern Ire- 
land—the Great Northern and the Belfast 
and County Down a Feise are 
to be presented to the shareholders at the 
end of the month, show that the railways 
have not been able to surmov .t their difh- 
culties. The gross receipts of the Belfast 
and County: Down Railway are down 
£3,690 compared with last year, but there 
is also a reduction in expenditure of over 
£6,000, and the amount carried forward 
is increased from £585 to £1,049. No 
dividends are being paid on the five per 
cent. or four per cent. Preference Stocks 
or the Ordinary Shares. The Great 
Northern Railway is paying no dividend 
on the Preference or Ordinary Stocks, and 
the net income for the year shows a 
deficiency of £34,684. There was certainly 
an improvement in the second half of the 
year, but the outlook is still far from 
satisfactory. The Belfast and County 
Down Railway is suffering severely from 
road competition, and it feels this more 
than most railways, as it covers a small 
area. The legislation that has been 
enacted in the Irish Free State to co- 
ordinate transport is benefiting the Great 
Northern, and strong representations are 
being made to the Government of 
Northern Ireland to regulate road goods 
transport, as they have already done in 
regard to passenger traffic. 


ART AND INDUSTRY. 


Art is playing an increasingly important 
part in the development of industry. Both 
the British Government and the Northern 
Government have appointed committees to 
investigate how art and industry may be 
more closely co-related, to the advantage 
of both. On the continent the manufac- 
turer in the textile and other industries 
has for years utilised the ability of artists 
in the production of modern and artistic 
designs. In the British pottery and in 
the textile industries this example has 
been followed with beneficial results. The 
Northern Ireland textile industry for a 
considerable time refrained from putting 
forward new artistic conceptions, but the 
industry is now fully alive to the import- 
ance of design. 

The Northern Minister for Commerce 
(the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour), who 
is closely identified with the textile 
industry, declared, in opening the College 
of Art exhibition, that circumstances were 
so shaping themselves that the art 
students could look forward with some

NEW SOLUTION FOR 
SLUM PROBLEM.

HOUSE RENTS BASED ON 
ABILITY TO PAY. 


_ Mr. P. Monaghan, City Manager of Cork: 
in an interview with a Press representative; 
said :—It is estimated that it will be necessary 
to build 4,000 houses to provide decent 
housing accommodation for all working-class 
families in Cork. . The Government under- 
takes to defray two-thirds of the cost ot 
1e-housing those at present living in slums. 
No such generous financial assistance has 
hitherto been available for large scale opera 
tions, but, generous as this assistance is, 
it. is no more than is essential for dealing 
with the problem, Indeed, if the assistance 
so offered is rot us.d very carefully, the 
vwroblem will not be solved at al!, 

An examination of the economic condi- 

tions of 300 families living in the North- 
west Ward clearance area indicates that 
about 75 families have very small rent-pay 
ing capacity. At the present they are pay: 
ing rents from ls. to ás. 6d. per week, and 
in some cases they are in arrears even with 
these low rents. 
Hitherto the rents of Corporation houses 
have been fixed without any regard to the 
necessity for housing very poor peonle. The 
undertaking of slum clearance forces this 
necessity for very low rents to the front 
If this necessity for the provision of very 
lowly rented houses could be ignored, it 
would be possible to let the 254 houses now 
nearing completion at Gurranebraher at 
about 6s. per week, including rates. To let 
them all at this rent would clearly be un- 
fair, for many of those for whom the houses 
are intended would be unable to pay such a 
rent, and after a short time it would be 
necessary to dispossess them of their houses 
becanse of their inability to pay rent. Others 
of those for whom the houses are intended 
would enjoy housing accommodation of a 
superior “ gáire at rents considerably lower 
than their ability to pay. 

Apart from the 75 families of very low 
rent-paying capacity, there are in the area 
about 100 families of average or more than 
average rent-paving ability, families whose 
incomes varv from £10 to £3 or £2 10s 
per week. By fixing the rent of the houses 
now provided for these families at 8s. 6d. 
or 9s. per week, it would be possible to fix 
the rents of those allocated to very poor 
families at 2s. or 2s. 6d. per week. Of 
course, there are intermediate cases of 
families which are not very poor, but which 
are not too well off, and for whom rents of 
4s. or 6s. per week might be fixed. 

If the Government or public opinion 
sanctions or approves this adjusting of rents 
to the tenants’ ability to pay, then the 
slum problem is not so very serious. The 
tenant's rent would not be fixed, but would 
vary up and down with his ability to pay 
from time to time. In times of abnormal 
unemployment a public authority might lose 
Náis, but losses and gains would average 
out over a period of years, and no family 
would be driven into cellars or attics. The 
varying rent might be regarded as a form of 
family endowment.

Counsel next questioned witness regarding 
1 interview Christopher Nixon 
ut the acquisition of the Murphy, deposits, 
said that he thought witness had stated 
that interview was in 1928. 

The witness was not sure of the date of 

a particular interview, but Mr. Justice 
Hanna, intervening, said that that date was 
correct and that there was no necessity to 
go back on it. 
A question by Mr. Jellett followed about 
a letter written by witness to Dr. Murphy 
on 29th July, 1930, in which he said that, 
if Dr. Murphy was anxious to get a pur- 
chaser of his interest on the same terms as 
his offer to Sir Christopher Nixon, the plain- 
tiff would be willing to pay in cash at once. 

Witness said that he had been hearing 
rumours of Clerys being sold to a syndicate.

“T never hearc the word ‘ dismissal’. from 
the time I went to Clerys until I was told to 
leave,” said witness. 

Later the witness said that he thought 
the word '“digmissal ” was used on the oc- 
casion when Mr. Dickie gave advice on the 
Good. Friday. He thought that Mr. Dickie 
had said that the managing director could 
be dismissed for withholding the seal. He 
wus not sure, but thought Mr. Dickie used 
the word, and that was the only time he 
heard the word ‘‘dismissal’’ used. Sir 
Christopher Nixon did not tell him that Dr. 
Murphy wanted to have him dismissed, 

Witness said that he did not deny that he 
had interviews with Sir Christopher Nixon 
in St. Stephen’s Green Club or the University 
Club in Apri, 19531. 

To recall to the mind of the witness an in- 
terview with Sir Christopher Nixon at the 
Universitv Club on the 7th April, 1931, Mr. 
Jellett read a letter of the 8tm April, 1931. 
which had previously been read. This was 
a letter from Mr. McGuire to Sir Christopher 
Nixon, relating to the Murphy deposits, and 
to the Jodgment by Sir Christopher Nixon in 
the National Bank of security for the pur- 
chase money.

DR, MURPHY’S ATTITUDE. 


The witness, answering further questions, 
said that he did not believe that Dr. Murphy 
wanted to have him dismissed, and never 
had heard until that moment the suggestion 
that Dr. Murphy wanted to have him dis- 
missed. He did not believe it; for Dr. 
Murphy had ascribed to him great genius 
and skill, and that did not look like the 
om gga of a man who wanted to dismiss 
im. 

Mr. Jellett asked the witness. did Sir 
Christopher Nixon, at an interview on the 
30th November, 1931, suggest to him that he 
should work out some scheme of letting him 
participate in his cash bonus. ; 

Witness replied that probably he did. 

Did you reply that any such scheme must 
exclude interest being paid on the cash 
bonus ?—I should not be surprised. 

Did you say that the Murphys knew that 
the stopping of the payment of interest on 
the deposits was coming and then unloaded 
on Sir Christopher Nixon?—Yes, that was 
the effect of it. I probably said it. 

Did you say if your commission was to 
be paid there could be no interest provided 
for the cash depositors’—The Murphy de- 
posits? I said that if my commission was 
to be paid the Murphy deposits would have 


to stand aside. 

Did you say you were to manage the busi- 
ness as if it was vour own?—Yes; that was 
what I said to Dr. Murphy when I was 
coming in, and he agreed. 

And did Sir Christopher Nixon then say 
it was a pity that that was not in the agree- 
ment’?—I do not remember. In fact, 
thought it was in the agreement. I got all 
I asked for, and it was never questioned until 
last year. The first moment it was broken 
I brought them to court to have it decided. 

Mr. Jellett called the attention of the wit- 
ness to proposals by him in December, 1932, 
for the acquisition of the Murphy interest in 
Clery’s, and the witness replied that in De- 
cember, 1932, there were two or three pro- 
posals by him for the purchase of the con- 
cern. 


TO GET HOLD OF CLERYS. 

Asked if Mr, Myerscough at that time was 
acting on his behalf, the witness said that 
at that time he was negotiating for the pur- 
chase of Messrs. Brown, Thomas, and was in 
London, where 'he saw. Mr. Myerscough, who 
was an old friend of his, in connection with a 
financial matter. He told Mr. Myerscough 
what he was doing about purchasing Messrs. 
Brown, Thomas, and he said would it not be 
a better idea to get hold’ of Clerys, as if he 
were going to set up his son in another house 
in Dublin it might lead to a great deal of 
trouble between the directors of Clerys and 
himself, owing to the probable conflict of in- 
terests between Clerys and Brown, Thomas.

Mr. Jellett referred to a letter in which 
the plaintiff was to make certain proposals 
for the purpose of Clerys by paying, the 5 
per cent. interest upon the £68,000, the re- 
duction of tlie indebtedness of Sir Christopher 
Nixon to the bank; the acquisition of 1,718 
Preference shares from Dr. Murphy, the rne- 
duction of the £48,000 to £34,000, a guarantee 
to pay interest on the remaining deposit, the 
payment of the £2,000 arrears, a guarantee of 
thé dividend on the Preference shares, and 
an arrangement by which Sir Christopher 
Nixon was to resign and nominate Mr. 
McGuire in his stead—such proposals to be 
subject to the approval of the meeting of 
the board, by whom an agreement was to be 
subsequently signed. Those, asked Mr, Jellett, 
were the proposals, on your behalf,.put for-

A LOSS OF £10,000. 

And, for the first time in the history of 
the company, on July S3ist, 1933, there 
was a loss of £10,000’—Yes. 

There was a threat of a receiver from 
the bank in June, 1935’—January, 1933, 
was the biggest year we ever had. 

That loss in the six months came imme- 
diately after the failure of the negotia- 
tious ?—It was not immediately afterwards. 

I am taking the period from January 
until July, 1933?—Yes; that showed a loss. 
It showed a loss of £15,000 the year I 
went there, but you said in the history of 
the company there was a loss for the first 
time m July, 1933. 

Mr. Jellett—We will confine it to the 
period during which you were there. Your 
super-management of the company resulted 
in a loss of over £10,000 for the first time 
during your management for the half year 
ended July, 1933?~—Yes, for the half year. 
The summer half, as I pointed out yester- 
day, is the worst half. 

Was there a loss for the entire year ’—I 
do not know. I was dismissed in December, 

In the early years of your management 
and for several years the interest on the 
deposits was paid all right?—Yes. 

And the dividend was also paid, I think, 
up to 1925 or 1926’—Yes; it was paid for 
some years. : 

And there was no question of the liability 

of the company to pay the interest on 
those deposits until you wrote the letter to 
Dr. Murphy under the date of May 19th, 
1930, about paying interest on those ?— 
There was never any question raised of the 
liability for interest on the deposits. That 
question was raised about another pay- 
ment. : 
Up to that time the interest was paid 
all right ?”—Yes, and resulted in my being 
able to draw my commission. My com- 
mission was paying the interest of the 
deposits.

He never answered those letters 
promptly as it generally took him a couple of 
weeks to meal ei the matter. 

Mr. Jellett—You got this letter of Ist 
February from the bank, and you never com- 
municated either the letter or your reply to 
the Board of Directors, in spite of the fact 
that the Board met on 2nd February and 
again on 9th February?—I do not follow 
your question, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—He did not communi- 
cate it to the Board until after he had re- 
plied, and at the first meeting after he had 
replied he did so, and the Board apparently 
had no objection to it. » 

Witness—It is all a mare’s nest. 

Mr. Jellett said that on 15th March, 1933, 
the bank wrote re a cheque for £2,184 odd in 
favour of Dublin Corporation, stating it was 
presented that day and the company’s account 
was not in a position to permit of payment. 
It was added that thev must insist that there 
be no recurrence of that unpleasant crisis, 
that the letter demanded the attention of the 
Board, and was to be brought under their 
special notice. Counsel asked did the wit- 
ness ever produce that letter to the Board.

A POLITICAL SUBSCRIPTION, 


In reply to Mr. Jellett, witness said that 
the signatures on two cheques (produced) on 
the company’s account were his.

Always to the same party ’—Yes. 

Mr. Jellett said that the other cheque paid 
to the Army Comrades’ Association was 
for £25. 

Witness—That was a special request I got, 
a strongly written request, and I thought it 
good business to subscribe. 

Mr. Jellett—You considered it in the in- 
terests of the company and within your 
powers to subscribe to the Army Comrades’ 
Association out of the funds of the company? 
—Yes, perfectly. | 

Witness added that ‘‘ the other’ party ” 
called on him once and asked if he could 
subscribe to the two. He said he had sub- 
scribed to the other. He did not subscribe

MORE SUBSTANCE. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that there were 
other matters of more substance in the case 
to be dealt with, and Mr. Jellett said that 
he would pass over to a matter, perhaps, of 
more interest, and asked the witness if he 
was Managing director of Messrs. Hearne, 
of Waterford, at one time? 

The witness said that he was appointed 
to that position about 1900—he was in their 
employment since 1892. 

Mr. Jellett—In 1900 were you making 
efforts to acquire a controlling interest in 
Hearne and Co. ?—I would like to explain in 
a few words. Yes or no will not answer 
that question. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What is the relevancy

ACCOUNTANT’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. John Sedgwick, principal of the 
firm of John Sedgwick and Co., chartered 
accountants, examined by Mr. FitzGerald, 
said that he had examined the accounts 
supplied by Messrs. Craig, Gardner and 
Co., of the business of Clery’s since 1925. 
Among the results of his inspection was 
that the turnover each year was from three 
to four times the stock. On account of 
the condition of the company at the time 
Mr. McGuire took over, witness agreed that 
the only method to enable it to carry on 
was that which he adopted of increasing 
the turnover, selling goods as quickly as 
possible and paying off the suppliers. 

Mr. FitzGerald—During his ten years of 
management Mr. McGuire succeeded in 
approximately doubling the turnover from 
that of 1925 ?—Yes. 

What had been the condition of prices 
during that period?—There had been a fall 
of about from 334 to 40 per cent. 

Does that mean adding to the achieve- 
ment of doubling the turnover ?—Yes. 

Having gone into various tables of figures 
relating to assets and liabilities in July, 
1933, compared with January, 1923, the 
witness stated, in reply to Mr. FitzGerald, 
that, apart from keeping the company alive, 
Mr. McGuire left the business £71,000 
better off than it was when he found it. 

And, of course, said Mr. FitzGerald, 
during that period you know very large 
sums were paid to the bank.

reply to further questions, that the total 
profits earned during Mr. McGuire's period 
of management, after deducting the loss 
that had been referred to, in the half-year tn 
July, 1933, amounted to £152,804, Interest pay- 
ments during the period to the bank average] 
£10,820 a year. He thought the amount 
due to the company by sundry debtors was 
quite reasonable, considering the number cf 
large accounts and the bad debts written 
off represented a reasonable sum. “The 
company was entitled to declare a dividend 
if they. had a sufficient credit balance to 
enable them to do. so, but he thought it 
would have been very bad finance for them 
to do so in 1932. He thought it was very 
wise for the company to take advantage of 
the overdraft. He could not understand how 
increasing the turnover could put the com- 
pany in a precarious condition, He thought 
the whole difficulty of the concern: was a 
shortage of capital. The minimum capital, 
he would say, should be £300,000, and 
probably £350,000. The commission earned 
by Mr. McGuire amounted to £31,117, or an 
average of £4,445 a year. If the agreement 
were still in force, there would be due to 
Mr. McGuire on the basis of that average 
£18,521 on the 27th March, 1938, and the 
salary due to him would be £31,521. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the witness 
said that he realised that, in addition to 
being the managing director, Mr. McGuire 
was also a diréctor of the company. He had 
read a number of the reports of the auditors 
of the company. The wear of the auditors 
were to the directors, including Mr. McGuire. 
The company was financed on overdrafts and 
credits. 

Mr. Wood—Mr. McGuire's: main resource 
was dealing with the overdraft amount !—His 
main worry.

Wooden Huts. 


The question of wooden huts for human 
habitation was raised at Thursday’s meet- 
ing of the Belfast Rural Council. One 
‘member objected to the increasing number 
of these huts, on the ground that they 
were ugly; another urged that they were 
generally insanitary and required super- 
vision. This matter has a greater or less 
inferest for all Ireland. In the North, 
partictlarly, many beautiful districts are 
being spoiled by haphazard conglomera- 
tions of wooden huts, erected without any 
regard for appearance, and too frequently 
maintained in squalor. The trouble is less 
prevalent in the South, but even there it 
has obtained a foothold. Every person of 
normal taste has lamented at one time or 
another the harm that ‘colonies’’ of 
these dwellings have done to the ‘lovely 
neighbourhood of Portmarnock. ‘‘ Colonies ”’ 
on this scale, fortunately, are exceptional ; 
but it is difficult nowadays to find a charm- 
ing view in the’vicinity of Dublin which 
has not been marred by one hut, or a few 
huts, stuck aggressively in the midst of it. 
Not only are these edifices unlovely, 
but many of them are far from sanitary, 
and form a constant menace to the health 
of their occupants and of the neighbour- 
hood. We do not know the law on 
the subject; but, apparently, there is 
nothing at present in the Free State to 
prevent anybody who pleases’ from 
building a hut on public land, and many 
land-owners are willing to let space for 
the purpose, without any consideration of 
the type of dwelling that will be erected. 
The new Town and Regional Planning Bill, 
as we hope, will make a salutary change. 
Ireland’s villages and towns are ugly 
enough in all conscience, and it will be a 
tragedy if the rural districts degenerate to 
their level, 


Towards the Abyss. 


According to an American psychologist, 
all mankind will have become insane in 
a litthe more than two hundred years, 
This agreea»le thought, it is true, comes 
from Chicago, but its originator has 
collected his data not only from that city, 
but from all over the globe, and on the 
strength of his figures -there is ground 
for his contention, During the last ten 
years an increase of thirty per cent. in 
the numbers of the insane has been re- 
marked by the statisticians. If the 
present rate is maintained, the last of our 
descendants will cross the boundary line 
in the year 2139, and life will be trans- 
formed into a universal Mad Hatter’s tea 
party. Yet, there are critics who see 
already in the modern world a certain 
resemblance to that festivity of Wonder- 
land, and, perhaps, the change scarcely 
will be noticed when it comes. Fifty 
years ago the announcement _ that 
humanity was about to assume, en masse, 


caused some searchings of heart, but we 
fear that it will leave the world of to-day 
almost unmoved. While all of us are 
ready to insist upon our own personal 
sanity, we are content to accept, in so far 
as it affects other people, Carlyle’s pro- 
nouncement that the inhabitants of the 
globe are mostly fools. Moreover, our 
time has seen not a few momentous dis- 
coveries by statisticians and others which 
have failed to produce the astonishment 
or alarm which was hoped for - them. 
Madness is established by a departure 
from the normal, and we shall be ready 
to accept the prospect of a world in which 
everyone is mad only when we can admit 
the possibility—at present unthinkable—of 
a world in which everyone is sane,

The Entertainment Tax. 


A considerable number‘ of members of 
the House of Commons are endeavourin 
to induce the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to drop the entertainment tax on cheap 
seats in his Budget in April, and it has 
been arranged that a deputation shall wait 
upon him. Their claim is that the tax, so 
far as it relates to theatres and cinemas, 
is responsible for much unemployment, 
a reduction in the attendances, and—in 
the case of theatres, more particular! y-— 
for a complete closing down in many 
quarters. Theatres which, in taxless con 
ditions, would have made a profit have 
been run at a loss after the payment of 
tax—more often in the provinces than in 
London. In the Metropolis, however, the 
erection of huge cinema houses continues, 
and competition with the theatre is very 
keen. In this case it is difficult to seo 
where the tax difficulty comes in; for 
people are attracted to the newest cinema, 
and are willing to pay any charge imposed. 


Trade with Russic. 


The Anglo-Soviet temporary commercial 
agreement was signed at the Foreign Office 
this morning, and its text “ill be pub- 
lished as a White Paper next Monday. 
Sir John Simon and Mr. Walter Kunci- 
man signed for Britain, and the 
Soviet Ambassador, M. Mais +, and the 
chief Russian trade representative, M. 
Alexandre Ozersky, for the Soviet. The 
event ‘vas noted with interest in the House 
of Commons, and there is unusual lecen- 
ness among members to learn the full pro- 
visions of the treaty, which will be tke 
subject of a debate as soon as possible. 
The ayreement is of a temporary 
character; for there are still points to be 
reviewed, and the British Government 
refused to sign a permanent treaty unless 
it provided for a settlement of the debts 
incurred by the former Russian Imperial 
Government, which the Soviet refuses to 
acknowledgc. It is understood that the 
agreement lavs down that the Soviet 
Government shall increase her aggregate 
purchases from this country over a period 
of years until they reach a value of twenty 
millions annually. This is not as much 
us was expected, but, apparently, it is tho 
best terms obtainable.

RIVEN from their last strongholds by

EGOTIATIONS between the Vatican 


and Germany for the completion of 

the Concordat signed last summer have 
been suspended, and Herr Buttman, the 
German negotiator, has returned to Berlin. 
It is understood that he was notified by 
the Vatican that under present circum- 
stances the negotiations could not lead to 
any conclusion. 


The suspension follows the banning by 


the Roman Catholic Church of a Nazi 
book, “The Myth of the Twentieth 


Century,” by Alfred Rosenberg, in which 
the author attempts to substitute a new 
German religion for the Christian religion. 

In the course of negotiations with Herr 
Buttmann the Vatican’s remonstrances 
against pagan tendencies in Germany have 
constantly been met with a plea that such 
tendencies did not meet with the approval 
of the Nazi Government, and that they 
would be eliminated as soon as the Nazis 
were fully “ in the saddle ” ; but the pub- 
lication of such a book by Herr Hitler's 
“Spiritual Director of Youth” is 
regarded by the -Vatican as deepening 
these assertions, and a direct challenge to 
the claim that Germany is a Christian 
country. 


POINTS AT ISSUE. 


The negotiations which are thus sus- 
pended relate to points from the Con- 
cordat which were reserved for future 
settlement. There are three main points 
of dispute — 

(1) The listing of Catholic associations 
in Germany which are to be allowed to 
continue to exist. From the list drawn up 
by the Catholic Hierarchy Herr Hitler 
wishes to eliminate a large number on the 
grounds that they are “' partly political.’ 

(2) Catholic religious schools in Baden. 
These were not permitted by the Con- 
cordat with Baden, but they are permitted 
under the new Reich Concordat, which 
states that its clauses take preference over 
those of the previous Concordat. The 
authorities in Baden are attempting to 
suppress these schools. 

(ó) General paganistic tendencies in the 
new Germany. 
Sterilisation is not at the moment a 
point of primary importance, as Catholics

The Times’ in a leading article to-day, 
commenting on the events in Austria, 
says:—The Heimwehr have triumphed 
only after a struggle, in which they, too, 
have had their losses, and they are even- 
now only quit of their enemies on one 
flank, and are not working in altogether 
easy alliance, it may be surmised, with 
the official elements with whom they have 
won the victory. Dr. Dollfuss would almost 
certainly have preferred that they should 
take action against the Austrian Nazis 
rather than against the Socialists, but the 
Heimwehr, essentially a peasant organisa- 
tion, have felt more animosity against the 
urban Socialists. For once the Nazis have 
been wise enough to keep quiet. The Nazi 
doctrine, at least in its name and in its 
propaganda, stands for many of the prin- 
ciples which the Socialists cherish, and 
the redistribution of wealth, the desire 
for which is, in these trmes of distress, a 
fertile cause of economic unrest in Europe, 
is, on paper, much more likely to come 
through them than through the party led 
by Prince Starhemberg. 

Of foreign complications there is happily 
no immediate sign, and there is certainly 
no reason for formal intervention—not 
even in the form of a declaration. Never- 
theless, this Austrian tragedy has in- 
creased the instability of Central Europe. 
Whatever happens in a country so 
centrally situated must have some reper- 
cussions upon its neighbours, the more 
articularly since one great party, the 
eimwehr, openly wish to adopt the 
Italian Constitution, while the Nazis want 
to see their country Germanised, Two 
magnets draw these political groups in 
opposite directions. Chancellor Dolltass 
aims at maintaining good relations with 
all his neighbours and giving Austria her 
own special form of corporative constitu 
tion. A little while must elapse before it 
is possible to estimate the influence of the 
past week's violence upon Dr. Dollfuss's 
authority.

‘TINDER the new bill, the Electoral 

(Revision of Constituencies) Bull, 
which was introduced in the Dail on 
Wednesday, the number of deputies in th- 
Dail will be reduced from 153 to 136, a 
reduction of 17. The constituencies will 
number thirty-seven, including boroughs 
and counties. The present constituencies 
number thirty. 

Under another bill, also introduced on 
Wednesday, there will no longer be any 
representatives of universities, as such, in 
the Dail. 


THE CONSTITUENCIES. 


The constituencies in the Electoral Act, 
1923, which defined the existing Dail, were 
based on the figures of the population in 
the census of 1911, which showed the 
population to be 3,139,688. The new bill 
will be based, as required by the Constitu- 
tion, on the latest census—that is, 1926— 
when the population was shown to be 
2,972,802, a decrease of 166,886, or 3.7 
per cent. The Constitution requires that 
Ashe representation shall be not less than 
one member for every 30,000, nor more 
than one for every 20,000. 


BE

BASIS OF SCHEME. 


The new constituencies will return not 
less than three, nor more than five, 
members.

The best-defined unit is held to be the 
administrative county, and that unit is 
the basis on which the redistribution 
scheme is framed. In order to keep con- 
stituencies within reasonable limits large 
counties have’ been sub-divided, but the 
policy of keeping the outer boundary of 
an administrative county intact has in 
some cases been modified by combining 
with a county an adjoining strip of 
another county to avoid anomalies in 
representation that would arise without 
such modification. : 


DUBLIN CITY AND COUNTY, 


As regards Dublin City and County, the 
alterations in the boundaries of the county 
and city which were effected by the Local 
Government (Dublin) Act, 1950, are in- 
corporated in the bill, except that the 
‘added rural area’’ south of the Liffey 
will substantially remain part of Dublin 
County constituency. 

There is some reason to believe that 
the representation of Dublin City and 
County will remain the same—namely, 
23: but the divisions will be different. 
The constituencies now known as North 
Dublin and South Dublin will disappear, 
and it is suggested that there may be an 
arrangement by which the city will have 
as many as five constituencies.

The larger counties, which have now 
over five deputies, will probably be 
divided. These would include Donegal, 
Galway, Kerry, Tipperary and Limerick. 
The text of the bill will be issued im- 
mediately. The second reading debate 
on it is fixed for next Wednesday week.

AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


The Anglo-Soviet temporary commercial 
agreement was signed at the Foreign Office, 
London, yesterday. 

On the Russian side the signatories were 
the Soviet Ambassador in London (M. 
Ivan Maisky) and the Chief Russian Trade 
Representative (M. Alexandre), who has 
been in charge of the Russian case during 
the negotiations. 

For Great Britain the agreement was 
signed by Sir John Simon (Foreign 
Secretary) and Mr. Runciman (President 
of the Board of Trade). 

The agreement consists of nine articles 
and an annexe, the latter setting forth 
the yearly proportions by which British 
and Russian purchases are to be brought 
to an approximately even balance by the 
year 1938. 

Unlike the other commercial] agreements 
concluded by the present Government, the 
Anglo-Russian agreement does not contain 
stipulations as to the quantities of par- 
ticular products. 

The terms of the agreement—which con- 
tains no settlement of the debts—wil] be 
announced in a parliamentary White 
Paper on Monday next.

Y ESTERDAY’S sitting of the Dail was chiefly remarkable for the speech 
made by Mr. Cosgrave on the debate concerning the setting up by the 


Government of a Press Bureau, 


Mr. Cosgrave described a meeting which, he said, took place in 44 
Parnell square, Dublin, on last Saturday, of engineers and other persons 
belonging to an organisation that had been condemned by the Catholic

Mr. BELTON—I don’t know the duty of 
the Guard in the matter, but if I am invited, 
I will put down a written question to bring 
it before the President’s notice.

Mr. BELTON continued—One of the men 
was being examined by the Guards, and the 
other turned to me and said: “ Belton, if 
anything happens to this fellow you'll get a 
letter.” So I took him by the neck and

was a threatening letter, to be followed by 
something more stern. It was very little 
good to tax the people for a publicity bureau 
to counter alleged slanders about this country 
being on the verge of revolution if condi- 
tions such as he had described were to be 
allowed to obtain within actual stone’s throw 
of the House. 


ABUSING EXECUTIVE POWER. 

Mr. -MINCH (U.L.P., Kildare) said that 
they knew in recent months that such places 
as Ottawa might not occur again for this 
country to get away with a certain amount 
of political propaganda. The League of 
Nations had given a similar opportunity, and 
the London Ecbnomic Conference would not 
eccur for the next two vears. It was ap- 
parently intended that the Bureau should 
take their place by issuing bulletins or 
commumgués.

CIVIC GUARDS WITH 
SPY-GLASSES. 


Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I.P., Cork City) said 
that the vote was for £148 at the rate of 
£900 a year, and t!= nearest fraction of that 
would be for one-sixth of a year. He did 
not know whether this officer was already in 
office or had been paid any money. The 
purpose for which the vote was to be used 
was to embrace every activity of every de- 
partment of State; it was to deal with 
annuities, the colour of bread and the policy 
of the Government.

‘That failure distinguished 
in character everything that they touched 
and said. The strange thing about the de- 
velopment of Government policy was that, 
with the exception of wheat and tobacco, 
everything else was a slavish imitation of 
somebody else. This Bureau was, in effect, 
an imitation of the British during the War. 
What was the matter with Ministers that 
they could not get their views into circula- 
tion through their political organ? 


QUESTION OF GUNS. 


Reference had been made by one of the 
Parliamentary Secretaries that the President 
had followed the policy set by him (Mr.

_CENSURING A PUBLICATION. | 

Mr. COSGRAVE, said, with great respect 
to the Chair, that the previous evening 
reference was made to the censoring of a 
publication in this country. Deputy Flinn, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Finance, had referred to it at great length, 
and the deputy wanted to know was it by 
order of the Executive Council that censor- 
ing took place.

AN INTERRUPTED SPEECH. 


The debate was resumed on the motion 
tabled by Deputies Belton, O’Higgins and 
Minch, “That the Dail condemns the action 
of the Government in reducing the total of 
the grants payable for the relief of rates on 
agricultural land,’ by the Minister for 
Finance, Mr. MacEntee. 

He contrasted the work done for the 
farmers and in relief of agriculture by the 
present Government, as compared with their 
predecessors in office. |

terrupted, and said the Minister was making 
the same speech as he had made last week 
on the motion, and suggested that the Minister 
should read it from the official report. ‘*‘ Tell 
us something new,” he said.

MONEY EASY TO GET. 

Mr. MacENTEE denied that the people were 
unable to meet their obligations. He said he 
had shown very conclusively that if people 
did not meet their obligations, it was through 
the deliberate campaign to deter them by 
persons associated with the Opposition, 
He had contact with representatives of manu- 
facturers and distributors, and they had 
said over and over again, that never had it 
been so easy for them to collect their debts 
as during the past twelve months. 

Mr. MacDERMOTT asked the Minister had 
he examined the shopkeeper’s books and the 
bank accounts. 

The MINISTER said that any reduction in 
the bank accounts was due almost entirely to 
increased taxation which these undertakings 
had to bear, but no difficulty had been ex- 
perienced in collecting amounts due to them. 

“Hí there is any reduction in agricultural 
wages,’’ he continued, ‘‘ it is only part of the 
deliberate and organised ramp undertaken by 
members of the Opposition—a ramp similar 
to that set on foot as a result of a conference 
here of leading supporters of Mr. Belton and 
his associates, who came together and began 
to consider what elements in agricultural pro- 
duction at the present were showing a sub- 
stantial return to the farmers. They decided

A CHALLENGE. 
' Mr. BELTON challenged the Minister to 
name the time and place of the conference, 
or a solitary individual who took 
He added that he had never attended a milk 
conference in his life. 

The MINISTER said he took the Deputy’s 
denial in the same spirit as he had taken the 
denial insa previous matter. He went on to 
say that the cattle trade was in a depressed 
condition, and that he did not deny that 
restrictions and tariffs had imposed undue 
burdens on those engaged in the cattle in- 
dustry, but the Government had alleviated 
to the fullest possible extent any hardships 
that might have been occasioned. He main-

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THOMAS MOORE 


Thomas Moore (1779-1852), 

~ was born in Dublin, but most 
of his life was spent in Lon- 
don and abroad. His great 
personal charm was the secret 
of much of his popularity. 
In 1803 he was appointed 
Admiralty Registrar in Ber- 
muda, but tired of the work 
and left it toadeputy. His 
first publication was ''Epistles, 
Odes and Other Poems.” 
Between 1207 and 1834 Moore 
wrote the “Irish Melodies,” 
his best work. “Lalla Rookh.” 
the Oriental poem, his other 
most notable achievement, 
appearedin 1817 Among his 
prose writings were “A Life 
of Sheridan,” “A Life of Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald,” and a 
History of Ireland. 
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was unable from the Ministers’ speeches 
to gather whether they were at the end or 
middle of an economic war, or whether there 
evet was an economic war at all.

INTRODUCED. 


In the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked the Minister for 
Agriculture if he was aware that great un- 
certainty exists among prospective tobacco 
growers regarding this year’s crop; that 
many of them, relying on the statement maíle 
by the Minister for Finance in his Budget 
spéech last year, had ploughed and made 
other arrangements, involving. much capital 
expenditure, to deal with the crop; that 
statements appearing in the daily newspapers 
of February 6 are, however, entirely at vari- 
ance with the atatement of the Minister for 
Finance; and whether, in the circumstances, 
and in view of the close proximity of the 
sowing date, he will state if he proposes, in 
respect of this year's crop, to i te from 
the proposals outlined by the Minister for 
Finance last year; and, if so, in what way 
he proposes to depart from them, and for 
what reason? : 

The Minister for Agriculture (Dr. RYAN) 
said, in reply, that it was proposed to in- 
‘troduce a bill at an early date for the con- 
trol of the growing and sale of tobacco. 
The préference for Irish grown tobacco out- 
lined in the Budget. of last year will be 
replaced by a lesser rebate. By this method 
the grower can be as well paid for his crop 
at less cost to the Exchequer. 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked if the Minister 
or the published figures of 1s. to 1s, ód. 
a ib. as sufficient to remunerate growers who 
had gone to special expense regarding such 
grading and rehandling machinery as they 
thought fit to instal. 

Dr. RYAN said that as far as his inquiries 
had gone Is. ód. a lb. on the average would 
be a good remunerative price. He added 
that legislation would probably be introduced 
within three weeks. 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked if any provisional 
licences had been issued to growers.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL F. C. 
WEBB-WARE, C.LE. 
The death has taken place suddenly at 


Vevy, Switzerland, of Liettenant-Colonel 
Frank Cooke Webb-Ware, C.1.E., late Poh- 
tical Officer of Seistan, Baluchistan, and son 
of the late Mr. Thomas Webb-Ware, of 
Chelsworth, Victoria, Australia, and Wood- 
fort, Co. Cork. Born in 1866, Colonel 
Webb-Ware was educated at Marlborough, 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge. Entering 
the Indian Army in 1887, in 1 he became 
attached to the Political Department of the 
Government of India, and two years later 
was advanced to the rank of Captain. Colonel 
Webb-Ware was made a Commander of the 
Indian Empire for his political services in 
1901, and in 1905 was promoted to be Major.

YOUNG MEN TO FIGHT FOR PLACES

HE Trish final trial takes place 
a8 Londonbridge road this afternoon, but 
its character of ‘‘Home-lrish’”’ v. 
“ Anglo-Irish “ is largely lost, as, owing to 
two changes on the latter team, J. Bowden 
(Ulster) and J. Gray (Leinster) coming on 
for M. H. Cork (Army) and G. Jenkin 
(Nottingham), only six men resident in 
England will be playing. Since hockey in 
this country is of a higher standard than for 
some time past, it is really an advantage to 
see home men getting the vacant places, and 
the sides look well matched. 

It is rather a remarkable fact that only 
eleven of the jtwenty-two players have pre- 
viously represented their country, so we may 
expect to see some new “'caps awarded 
after the game, when the team to meet Wales 
will be picked. .The most interesting posi- 
tions will be left full-back, right-half, and all 
the forward positions, except inside-left. The 
struggle for these places will be extremely 
keen ; for the men in opposition appear to be 
well matched. L. C. Wilson will have to be 
at the top of his form to displace. Heard, who 
is an outstanding defender in England this 
year; Marrable’s English experience may 
gain him preference over Pilkington, though 
the latter is quite likely to play himself on, 

CHANGES LIKELY IN ATTACK. 

Our right wing forward pair were never 
really satisfactory last season, though 1n- 
dividually Lee played well. The loss of Cork 
is not a heavy blow, as it lets in a younger 
man in Bowden, who, if rather slow in first- 
class company, distributes the ball cleverly. 
W. A. Brown's speed is still a feature of his 
game, I believe, but Lee and Howe will have 


the advantage of knowing each other's 
play, and I rather fancy their 
chances. At centre-forward “we have a 


veteran in Parslow opposed to a youngster in 
Byrne, while, if neither satisfies, there 1s 
J. A. MacDonogh waiting in the background 
for a chance. As Parslow has slowed down 
a good deal, Byrne’s chance would appear 
to be the best. Cook, of course, seems cer- 
tain of the inside-left position, despite 
Dagg’s promise, but it is by no means cer- 
tain that T. G. McVeagh will be an auto- 
matic choice at outside-left. There is little 
between himself and Gray, and if the latter, 
with Cook beside him, has the better of 
matters to-day, he must come under serious 
consideration. 

Coates and Dick will,.I think, retain their 
places, and MacDonald seems as much a 
certainty as Cook, while I am confident that 
Coulson will be a big suceess at centre-half. 
The home men would appear to be the better 
balanced lot, and without much previous 
knowledge of the Anglo half-backs a “home”
